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Southam’s  Views  On  Student  Leaders 


Lynn  W.  Southam,  ASBYU 
President,  issued  the  follow- 
ing statement  with  respect  to 
the  proposed  constitution  and 
the  responsibilities  of  student 
leaders : 

“Might  I paraphrase  a quo- 
tation from  Thomas  Jeffer- 
son? 

“What  constitutes  a student 
government?  Not  high-sound- 
ing praises  where  privileges 
abound,  nor  thick-headed  logic 
on  prejudice  bent;  not  leaders 
pround,  with  blazers  blue  and 
with  honor  crowned ; 

“No:  men,  high-minded 
men;  men,  who  their  duties 
know;  but  know  their  rights; 
and  knowing,  dare  maintain. 
These  constitute  a student 
government. 

“Although  some  may  ques- 
tion the  inference  of  these 
lines,  let  them  never  question 
my  sincerity  in  using  them  to 
describe  the  student  leader- 
ship on  this  campus.  Not  only 
is  mature  concern  expressed 
by  men  such  as  Steve  Nadauld 
and  Karl  Blake,  but  also  keen 
perception  is  apparent  in  men 
like  Bob  Jensen  and  Del  Wil- 
liams. 


“Some  are  strong  in  feeling 
such  as  Mark  Howard  and 
Rich  Hedberg.  Others— :-:any 
others,  aside  from  emotion  or 
, tradition,  attempt  to  program 
i for  the  studentbody  and  effect 
[balanced  activity  in  student 
[ living. 

I “A  new  const't-.  ’Ion  is  pro- 
posed. Men  of  c'l;  •’;...:er  feel 
strongly  about  ii.  Regardless 
of  their  various  stands,  their 
■integrity  should  not  be  ques- 
tioned, nor  should  their  ef- 
forts be  neglected.  To  ridicule 
their  dreams  and  visions  of 
purposeful  student  govern- 
ment would  not  only  reflect  a 
lack  of  information  but  would 
be  as  foolish  as  it  would  be 
; irresponsible. 

I BACKDROP 

I “As  a backdrop  for  the  dis- 
cussion which  is  developing 
around  the  proposed  constitu- 
tion I paraphrase  from  the 
Federalist  Papers. 

“The  question  has  frequent- 
ly been  raised  as  to  whether; 
or  not  a studentbody  is  really ! 
capable  of  establishing  good ' 
government  through  reflec- 1 
tion  and  choice.  Is  this  a thing 
more  ardently  to  be  wished 


for  than  to  be  seriously  ex- 
pected ? 

“Does  the  plan  offered  for 
our  deliberation  effect  too 
many  particular  interests  and 
emotions?  W’e  must,  in  our 
deliberations,  place  our  logic 
not  in  defense  of  some  particu- 
lar point  of  view  but  firmly 
in  consideration  of  the  stu- 
dentbody as  a whole. 
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“What  we  see  in  marriages  is 
not  the  truth— it  is  a 'front  used 
in  order  to  appear  acceptable,” 
is  the  theme  purported  by  “The 
Significant  Americans,”  by  Cuper 
iand  Haroff.  The  book  was  re- 
viewed Wednesday  by  Dr.  Blaine 
Porter,  acting  dean  of  the  College 
of  Family  Living.  The  authors,  a 
husband  and  wife  team,  compiled 
the  book  from  a study  of  437  up- 
per-class professional  Americans. 

Lecturing  to  a group  comprised 
of  both  students  and  faculty,  Dr, 
Porter  had  both  compliments  and 
criticisms  for  the  book.  He  found 
several  weaknesses  in  the  re- 
porting of  the  findings,  but  found 
many  strengtlis  in  the  authors’ 
methods.

Discussing  the  types  of  pretens- 
es made,  Dr.  Porter  reported  that 
the  book  presented  five  classifi- 
cations of  relationships,  which 
concern  acceptance  or  non-accep- 
tance of  the  types  of  pretenses 
made  in  marriages.  Marriages 
were  also  classed  as  utilitarian  or 
intrinsic,  of  which  most  were  the 
former.

In  summary  Dr.  Porter  con- 
cluded that  a large  majority  of 
Americans  were  involved  in  mar- 
riages that  did  not  make  them 
truly  happy. 

He  also  stated  that  immoral  be- 
havior was  very  common  among 
such  marriages,  but  was  usually 
successfully  concealed.  Conclud- 
inng.  Dr.  Porter  stated,  “This  is 
a valuable  and  fascinating  work, 
although  it  is  bound  to  be  dis- 
turbing to  some  people.”

Whenerl 
any  of  them  run  into  me  in  the  elevator  or  some  other  smi 
enclosure  — where  they  can’t  ignore  me  — they  alwa;
